ison county is fifth in the production 
of corn, raising 4,157,170 bushels in 
1909, Rush county being fourth. 
The report shows that the per cent 
of increase in this county from 1900 
to 1910 was 92.4, while the nearest 
county to Rush in the Sixth district, 
i iii per cent of increase in farm land 
values iii the last ten years is Shelby 
county, with a per cent of increase of 
91.6. 
Other counties in the Sixth district 
and their per cent ol increase as 
noted by the report are Fayette, 83.4; 
Franklin, 69.2; Hancock, 87.5; Hen­ 
ry. 90.8; 
Union, 65.4 and Wayne, 
70.2.

In the Past Decade the Value of Farm 


Property In Indiana H a s Increased 


Nearly a Billion Dollars, or 84.9 Per 


Cent, Since the Report of 1900— This 


Despite Fact That Total Acreage of 


Farm Lands Decreased. 


Indianapolis, 
Dec. 
14. — Indiana 
ranks 
thirty-seventh 
in 
area 
and 
ninth in population among the states 
and territories of continental United 
States, according to a digest of the 
census returns just received 
here. 
It has passed out of the class of states 
that are adding materially to their to­ 
tal farm acreages, having in fact less 
land in farms in 1910 than it had in 
1900. 
The average value of the farm land 
per acre for the whole state is $62.36. 
In a group of four counties, just north 
of the center of the state, the average 
value of farm land is from $100 to $125 
per acre. 
Clustered about the latter 
counties is a larger group in which 
the average value is between $75 and 
$100 per acre. In two counties on the 
outer edge of this area the average 
rises above $125 per acre. In most of 
the counties in the two northern tiers, 
and also in the greater number of 
counties In the ^western tier, the aver 
age value is between $50 and $75 per 
acre. Almost all the counties in which 
the average value is between $10 and 
$25 per acre are’ in the south central 
part of the state. 


Progress During the Decade. 
Between 1900 and 1910 there was an 
Increase of over 184.000, or 7.3 per cent 
in the population of the state, but 
there was a decrease of 6,412 or 2.9 
per cent in the number of farms, and 
a decrease cf 319,800 acres, or 1.5 per­ 
cent. in the acreage of 
farm land. 
Since the relative decrease in number 
of farms was greater than that in farm 
land, the average size of farms in­ 
creased, the increase amounting to 1.4 
acres. 
Farm property has increased in ag­ 
gregate value during the decade $830,- 
519,000, or 84.9 pier cent. 
This great 
Increase is made up of increases of 
$640,563,000 in the value of land, $111,- 
977,000 in the value of buildings, and 
$77,979,000 in the value of farm equip 
roent, which includes implements and 
machinery and live stock. 
About five- 
sixths of the increase in the value of 
farm equipment, or $64,309,000, repre­ 
sents a gain in the value of live stock 
and about one-sixth the increase in tile 
value of implements and machinery. 
In considering the increase in values 
In agriculture the general increase in 
the prices of all commodities in the 
last ten years should be borne in mind 
There are 215,485 farms In Indiana 
The average value of a farm with its 
equipment in 1900 was about $4,400, 
while ten years later it was about $8,- 
400. 
The average value of land rose 
from $31.81 per acre in 1900 to $62.36 
in 1910, or 96 per cent. 


State's Wealth in Farm Lands. 
The land surface of Indiana is ap­ 
proximately 23,068,800 acres. 
Of this 
area, 21,299,823 acres, or 92.3 per cent 
are included in farms. 
Of the farm 
acreage, 16,931,252 acres, or 79 5 per 
cent, are reported as improved land, 
representing 73.4 per cent of the total 
land area of the state. 
During the 
last decade the total acreage of farm 
land decreased 1.5 per cent. The total 
wealth of the state In the form of farm 
property is $1,809,135,000, of which 
88.1 per cent is represented by land 
and buildings, 2.3 per cent by imple­ 
ments and machinery, and 9.6 per cent 
by live stock. The relative gain (84.9 
per cent) in the total value of farm 
property from 1900 to 1910 wa* greater 
jthan that during any other decade 
since 1860, while the absolute gain 
($830,519,000) was more than three 
times as great as the largest increase 
reported for any other decade. 
The 
average debt of mortgaged 
farms has increased in twenty years 
from $972 to $1,433, or 47.4 per cent. 
while the average value of such farms 
has risen from $3,209 to $6,282, or al­ 
most doubled, so that the owner’s 
equity increased on the average from 
$2,237 to $4,849, or more than doubled. 
As a result of the greater relative In 
crease in farm values than In farm 
debt, 
the 
mortgage 
Indebtedness, 
which represent! d 30.3 per cent of tho 
value of the farm in 1890, had decreas­ 
ed to 22.8 per cent of this value in 
1910.
